The Committee of 25 has held some 


strenuous sessions .within the past 
week, first in compiling the budget 
for next year and then in endeavoring 
to peel it down. The second task 
seemed to be even more difficult than 
the first, even though a special com- 
mittee \vent at Jhe matter in despe- 
rate earnestness. The final meeting 
of the-general committee was sched- 
uled _to be" held on Friday evening, at 
which time' it was hoped that the 
work on the budget would be com- 
pleted in time for mailing to the. tax- 
payers a week in advance of the reg- 
ular meeting of the representative 
council on January -3. 
The charter 


requires that the budget be printed 
and mailed to each taxpayer seven 
-days'in advance of the meeting of the 
representative council at which action 
is to be taken; so .that unless the 
printed budgets can'be in the mails 
by December 27th t)ie council will 
have to .take a recess before adopting 
the budget, ; • " •

The" total figures as compiled by the 


general committee on Wednesday 
went to something like |200,000 more 
than last year, which would necessi- 
tate a considerable increase in the tax 
rate. The various items were studied

Neither did he 
think it practical to start a car from 
the Beach as soon as loaded and hold 
it on the Bath Road switch. Although

Physiologists, after having measured 


hundreds of skeletons, testify that the 
men of our own time average from one 
to two centimeters taller than the men 
of the middle ages according to a wri- 
ter In the N'ew York Evening Post.

wishing to put on the armor of Francis 
I, tlie largest suit of all In the museum 
of artillery, wns unable to do so. It 
was too small for him, although he was 
In no sense a giant.

ment, the yoliing men wishing to close 
the festivities by a procession with 
historic costumes, borrowed the anus 
and armor of the arsenal.

he gullibility of the public. However,

laniris at his worst, the statement 
hat "the buildings now utilized by 
he War College arc very much need- 
d by the Newport Training Station" 
omes as a surprise. 


This is either n brazen misstate- 


ment—to employ an excessively mild 
crm—or the Secretary is culpably 
gnorant of what it is his business to, 
<now, namely, that the Training Sta- 
ion has been moved to Coddington. 
'oint, and that 
the buildings on 


Coaster Harbor Island now stand va- 
:ant. The Training Station is so far 
'rom crowded that there is scarcely 
an average of two men to a building. 
"The, buildings at Newport have been 
lUtgrown," says the Secretary. This 
s not so. They arc almost filled to 
apacity, but there is ample room to 
ake care of any class likely to be 
lent there. 


An example of deliberate apd con- 


icious official misrepresentation is in 
he statement: "Just before the war 


had planned to make this recom- 


mendation, but war conditions made 
t not feasible at the time." 


The facts of tlie case follow: 
In June, 1914. Capt. Hill, U. S. N., 


nailc s^ich a recommendation. It was

But 


what is more likely, since the removal 
of the War College to Washington 
vould remove it also from active co- 
operation with the fleet, the reason 
'or its existence, it is merely in kcepr 
ng with his customary policy of set- 
ting up all shore establishments upon 
which the Navy depends for its effi- 
ciency high and dry away from any 
possible contact with the fleet they 
are designed to serve. 


That this move is contrary to the 


interests of the Navy, the Secretary 
knows, or should know, for he had the 
Dest advice of the Navy when the 
matter was brought up before. The 
voices of such able and distinguished 
officers as Captain Waldo Evans, Cap- 
tain Yarnell. Admiral Knight, Admi- 
ral Dewey and Admiral Sims were all 
raised against it, and in those days 
the advice of Admiral Sims was more 
palatable to Mr. Daniels than it is 
today.. Not only did he have the opin- 
ions of these officers, but he was re- 
ferred to the opinion of Admiral Ma- 
han when a similar project was pul 
forth in 1910. Admiral Mahan said 
then: 


"In time of peace the separateness 


of the college will, in my opinion 
conduce to its efficiency as a schoo 
of training in the theory and practice 
of warfare. 
In time of war this, its 


immediate function will be suspend- 
ed." 
. 


In short; there is not a truthful. 


statement'in the entire recommenda- 
tion, and it is moreover in direct con- 
flict wi(h the action taken by t|:e 
Secretary in May, 1916, regardless of 
what, he states to the contrary. 
' Therefore there is not the slight- 
est reason for assuming; until the 
War College shall change its mission, 
that there is any necessity for chang- 
ing its'location. There is likewise not 
the slightest reason for believing that 
Mr: Daniels was sincere in his recom- 
mendation. 


However, the important aspect of 


the case is not so much that a Cab- 
inet officer should recommend a step 
at variance with the interests of the 
department he administers, or even 
that such men are retained in public 
office, but that the people have be- 
come so callous to abuses that such 
false statements made officially no 
longer exci.te protest or even com- 
ment.

WEATHER BULLETIN 


? Washington, D. C./Dec, 18 1020. 


During tho week centering on Dec. 


28 a warm wave will come into the 
extreme northwest and temperatures 
will rise in all the Rockies and south- 
eastward to, and in the States! near, 
New Orleans. Behind it will come the 
storm center anil following that the 
cold wave with rains south and snows 
north. 
Tho storm center will move 


toward New Orleans till It is about 
half way between the Uockics and the 
Atlantic coast thc-Ti it will tiNk sail, 
changing its course toward PHtsburg 
and Ottawa. It will be a large storm, 
covering most of the continent rind 
passing on to the Atlantic during the 
last days - of December. Generally' 
warm weather, as an average,'will 
prevaB all over the continent fium 
about December 18 to near .end of 
month, and then will conie' the blfc' 
rard. . Precipitation is not .expectctf 
to be heavy" till.last days of Decem- 
ber and first days, of Januarys and/ 
then most of it in eastern sections; Ai 
moderata'.cofd. wave is existed to 
reach meridian 90 about December 22 
and furnish' a few inches of'snow, in- 
northern sections, for the Christmas 
holidays. Christmas day will prob- 
ably be warmer than usual. 


The Januiry chart forecasts will 


be n little late this month, and will be 
published about December 25. That 
will be a radical month in the way of 
storms and other weather features. 
Great storms arc- expected 'during the 
weeks centering-on January 9 and 27.. 
In a general way the precipitation 
will be near the average for January, 
snow'or rain wil! be near the average 
as to latitude. Tiro great blizzards 
are expected, , or northers, as the 
southern pcpplc'call (hem, ns the clos- 
ing scenes of the two great storms 
mentioned above. Fairly good crop 
weather during January is expected 
?n all of North America. All north- 
ern Europe will get large amount of 
snow, .Australia and the Philippines 
heavy rains: Janunry is an import- 
ant crop weather month for those 
countries, comparable with our July. 
Four planets will be1 responsible for 
Janunry weather. 
You can sec two 


of them in the west just after sun- 
set, Venus and Mars; tho other two 
just before sunrise; Jupiter and Sat- 
urn.

The most valuable penny of Amer- 


ican Issue Is that of 1700, and col- 
lectors pay hundreds of dollars for 
each of them. -The great scarcity 
of this coin.Is alleged lo be due to 
the fact' that a Salem firm In 1SOO 
collected all the pennies It could find, 
bored holes In them and made ueck- 
-laccsV arm ornaments and anklets tm'd 
these were sent with slave ships to 
Africa, where they were traded to 
chiefs for captives.

The honesty of the Chinese mer- 


chant Is proverbial. In Canton Jlrcd 
Hon Qua, a millionaire, who furnished 
a conspicuous 'example'of this quality. 
When a firm which owed large sums 
to foreigners became bankrupt, Hoo 
Qua headed .a list of Canton business 
men who made good'the debt on the 
ground .that Chluese credit'must not 
be tarnished.
